WHAT BE BAS ACCOMPLISHED, 


A telegram from Kbartoum, oia Alexandria, 
appears in the London Daily Telegraph, and 
ruos thus :-— 


‘‘T hastea to communicate to you facts of 
the higbest importance and interest in com 
Gection with the expedition of Sir Samuel 
Buke?, who bas reached tiiis place from the 
lake regione ind. the far South. On Suaday 
the 29tb of Juve, the English Pasha arrived 
at Kbartoum,accompen ed by Lady Baker, bia 
nephew, Lieut.. Baker, and sevreo English 
engineers, besides bis persopal atiendsnts. 
They had travelled bither froth Gondokoro, 
tising one of the steamers: which bad been 


taken up country fur tne pavigation of they 


lukes, and occupyirg « period of thigty-two 
Gays for the journey, 

“Baker hus accomplisted even more than 
Was expected of h.m. He bas peuetrated as 
far southward as Mosindi, which isa pojat 
Hear the bead villages of the Chiefs Kabdriti 
and Kamrasi. Qn reaching this place tle 
Pa-ba fyupd that tbe ivory and slave trederg 
had spread «ll kinds of evil rumors about the 
expedition, inflsming the native tribes against 
it. Kabriki had been informed by them that 
Baker Pasha was coming, atthe head of an 
tgyptian army, to take forcible possession of 
bis country and annex it to Egypt, with the 
viev of exacting beary tages aud tributes, 
and catryiog away the people It was 
avcordingly agreed, between the traders aod 
the negro chiefs, to murder Baker if possible, 
and by every means to prevent the progress 
of the Eyyptivn, soldiers, Shortly after the 
arrival of the Pasba with a portion of the 
troops at Mosiodi, Kabriki, following ao 
African cust.m, sent ten jars of pombe—a 
beverage resembling beer—to the strangers. 
This liquor was heavily charged with poiso 
snd all those soldiers who partook of it were 
soddently seized with frightful symptoms, 
nnd soon fell to the earth insénsible and 
apparently lifeless. By administering strong 
antidotes the poison was neutralized ia every” 
case, and no lives were lost. Baker then des- 
patched some of bis officers ag messengers to 
demand why the poisoned beer had been sent 
into bis camp; bat ag soon as (bey entered 
the negro village Kabriki ordered them to be 
kitled, and they were all immediately mur- 
dered iu cold blood. War was then pro- 
claimed, the chief beating his great droms, 
und ordering a levy of 10,000 warriors. A 
large body of these attacked the Pasha, who 
had only « bundred odd Egyptian troops with 
bim, These wen were a'l greatly fatigued 
with the long journey Into the interior, aod 
some of them were suffering from the poi- 
soued drink, Baker was therefore compelled 
to'beat a retreat before the swarms of enemies 
‘esuiliug him, and be returned after buroing 
During seven 
dys of great danger and barcsbip the back- 
werd mureh of the Egyptians was (sorely 
hurassed, and as many as thirty mea wert 
Atthe end of this 
perilous week the English Pasha came to the 
province of Rewinka, a chief hostiie to Kabri- 
hi, and welcome assistance was then ob- 


supp y 2,000 armed men, and that these, with 
thirty picked soldiers, stould reture 
towards Musiadi and do their best to take and

and Kabriki’s district in the name of 
iceroy, of Bappt. -With- the remainder of 
‘bis force the Pasba thea returned northward 
towards Fatiko, bat on seaching « place 
called Lazarita (?) he and his mea were gn- 
expectedly fired upon from the bouses of the 
slave traders there. Thirty of Baker's: solq 
diers. were thug. sisin; the remainder en- 
tre 4 themeecices till assisiance could be 
obtained, and then issued from their en- 
trenchment to attack the traders, who beld a 
strung position in dense thickets of reeds. 
The attack was very successful, the reedsbeds 
were take by storm, and 140 of the slave’s 
party. were slaia, many prisonérs being also 
captured, while the remainder fled ialaad. 
The captives, in: explanation of the attack 
made upon Sir Samuel’s command, said that 
the orders of their masters and of the chiefs 
Iriendly to them were to kill “the Nagarene”™ 
—@eauing Bakecsewherever and whenever 
they could. They ail contirmed this declara- 
tion, whieh» was. drawp up ftom thir own 
mouths, signed and sealed by each, and then 
torwardetiio the Geveroment of Sodan, at 
Khartoum, as documentary proof of the 
Gialigsatey of the-eelave-buoting merebdnts. 
This chastisement cleared the whole coun- 
try, about Gondokero and down toward Re: 
winka’s terri ory. After a period of -pepose, 
which was inperatively needed, Baker com- 
meverd sy stematical'y to organize the digtricts 
which were in bis possession. He made Batiko 
the chiet town of she new territory, and ap- 
pinted supeiintendeo'g at the other 6 ation. 
Betore long the natives settled dowd wonder- 
fally well under the cew government, aud ap- 
peared exceedingly satisfied with the salety 
and quiet whie th afforded. The light tr:- 
bate enactéd Of a basket of bread and @ buo- 
die of gfess per month for each bat was peid 
with alacrity aod regularity, end when Sir
